The number of visits made in the Woodstock and 
North Woodstock area was 387. Of this number 77 
visits were to infants and pre-school children; ‘6 vis- 
its to pre-natal cases; 19 visits to new mothers; bed- 
side care to adults 165 visits; 105 visits to those not 
under care, welfare, clinic contacts, etc.; crippled chil- 
dren visits 3; number of children referred to Pediatric 
and Child Guidance Clinic 1; Visits to homes in behalf 


of school 12. 


School Health Program: 88 visits were made to 
the school; 13 visits made to homes in behalf of school; 
nurse’s examinations of 149 pupils consisted of eye 
testing, weights and inspections. Home visits were 
made concerning the results of these tests when ne- 
cessary. 


It is regretted that the usual spring clinics for 
immunization against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, 
Tetanus and Small Pox could not be conducted due to 
the fact at that time we had only one doctor covering 
this area. 


The Chest Mobil X-Ray Unit sponsored by the 
N. H. Department of Health, came on November 3rd. 
There was an attendance of 63. This number does not 
include those who attended the Mobile at the Fran- 
conia Paper Corporation. The total attendance from 
Lincoln, North Woodstock and industry was 481. 


The Red Cross Blood Mobile came to Lincoln in 
November. Several from the Woodstock area attended.

Two adult Polio Clinics under the direction of the 
N. H. State Health Department were conducted in 
June and July; 5385 persons attended. This number 
included several children who had missed previous 
clinics. A polio clinic for the employees of the paper 
mill was held separately. 


The Christmas program was much enriched this 
year due to the thoughtfulness of the high school pu- 
pils. With their student council, it was decided that 
this year, instead of bringing small gifts for each 
other to their Christmas party, they would, in place, 
bring the money and turn it in for Christmas giving, 
thus making Christmas merrier for many children. 
Others whose help was much appreciated included the 
Sisters of the Atonement, the Elks of Littleton, the 
Rainbow Girls and the Lions Club. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to all those 
who gave their time to help on the various programs 
during the year.

PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire 
standpoint. New Hampshire had the best record in 
the nation. Fewer acres were burned, suppression costs 
were substantially reduced and damage to woodlands 
held to a minimum. The record resulted from a combi- 
nation of favorable weather conditions, an alert ward- 
en service and a cooperating public. 

Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturb- 
ing note 

58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused 

by careless smokers and debris burners. 

10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by chil- 

dren. 

Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent 
minded individuals and failure of parents to properly 
supervise children and keep matches out of their reach, 
annually cause these unnecessary fires which cost large 
sums to extinguish and cause extensive damage. The 
elimination of these three causes of fires would radical- 
ly change this picture. The rules are simple — 

1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local 
forest fire warden — the law requires it. 

2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 

3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before 
leaving it. 

4. Don’t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigar- 
ettes from moving vehicles — use your ash tray. 

5. Don’t burn at home — Use your town dump 
and save yourself much possible difficulty, both per- 
sonal and financial.

8. To see what sum of money the district will 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for 
the salaries of school district officials and agents, and 
for the payment of statutory obligations of the dis- 
trict, and to authorize the application against said ap- 
propriation of such sums as are estimated to be re- 
ceived from the state foundation aid fund together 
with other income; the school board to certify to the 
selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised 
by taxes by the town. 


9. To see if the district will furnish high school 
transportation and raise money for the same. 
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10. To see if the district will raise three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) for lease of the ball field. 


11. To see if the district will raise two hundred 
fifty dollars ($250.00) for a skating rink on the school 
grounds. 


12. To see if the district will vote to raise two 
hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) for band instruction. 


13. To see if the Woodstock District will vote to 
authorize the school board to negotiate a contract, not 
to exceed twenty (20) years with Lincoln School Dis- 
trict, ratification of such a contract to be made by the 
Woodstock School District at a recessed meeting to be 
held at a later date. 


14. To see if the Woodstock School District will 
vote to raise a sum not to exceed two hundred fifty 
dollars ($250.00) for expense of negotiating a contract 
with Lincoln School District. 


15. To see what sum the Woodstock School Dis- 
trict will vote to raise to fulfill the requirements of the 
contract with Lincoln School District. 


16. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 


Superintendent M. Wayne Bowie, 
Plymouth, N. H. 


Dear Mr. Bowie: 


I hereby submit my 7th report as Principal of 
Woodstock School. The 1959-60 school year began on 
September 9th, with an enrollment of 146 pupils. We 
still have that number as of today, February 11. There 
are 80 boys and 66 girls. 


It may be of interest that as I sit here typing this 
report, there are a group of boys outside in the rain, 
chopping ice away from the building .. . while another 
group are in the basement, attempting to mop up the 
water that has already come in through the founda- 
tion. 


This past fall, we lost a week of school time and 
incurred financial loss when the school was flooded. 
As the melting snows, heavy rains and occasional 
cloudburts denude our hills of water-holding vegeta- 
tion, flooding of the school area will present an ever- 
greater problem. Both from this standpoint, and that 
of school population, it seems that our community 
must begin to consider a not-too-distant need for an- 
other school. 


In spite of the fact that we have an unusually 
small 8th grade this year, our total pupil enrollment 
is two above last year’s. Next year we expect it to 
increase by at least 5 or 6 pupils. This area will probab- 
ly grow considerably in the next decade, and our school 
is already crowded. I hope that this problem will re- 
ceive immediate and serious consideration. 


Some parents still will not accept their full re- 
sponsibility when it comes to the school attendance 
of their children. Some children come to school in a 
physical and/or psychological state which is definite- 
ly not conducive to learning. A sick child should be 
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cared for at home, or in some other suitable place. On 
the other hand, there are a few parents who let a child 
beg off from attending school for practically any rea- 
son at all. We also feel that any pupil excused for a 
nine or ten o’clock appointment with a doctor or den- 
tist, .. . should usually be able to attend school that 
afternoon. Several times pupils who have been so ex- 
cused have not returned to school until next day. 


Naturally, we want one hundred percent attend- 
ance, if we can get it. However, we hold the welfare 
of the children, individually and collectively, above the 
desire for perfect attendance. We need the coopera- 
tion of every parent. Up to January 9th of this year, 
we have on our school registers one thousand and 
eighty-seven sessions of pupil absence. We have had 
one hundred and sixteen cases of Tardiness. We have 
had to excuse from school twenty-four pupils, and see 
that they were taken home, and probably again that 
many had to be kept here in spite of illness, because 
there was no one at home to take care of them. 


I think you will agree that this is not a good pic- 
ture, even in our situation. This in spite of the fact 
that we have had a very mild winter, so far. 


On the brighter side, we are happy to welcome 
Mrs. Wendell Tetley, who has previously taught in 
Lincoln and Littleton Schools. Mrs. Tetley is teaching 
in grade 5. 


Major improvements during the past year include 
a badly needed exterior paint job. New desks and 
chairs have improved the 8rd, 4th and 5th grade class- 
rooms. New Spelling Texts, Educational Reference ma- 
terials, and Visual teaching aids have given a lift to 
our program of instruction. 


There are, as always, more things to be done. 
Safety railings are really needed in the basement of 
the building. Out outside signal, reported inadequate 
last year, now emits a nearly inaudible gurgle. Some 
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of the clocks in our classroom are definite liabilities. 
These shortcomings lead to misunderstanding, confu- 
sion and inefficiency, and should be overcome directly. 


Before closing, we would like to thank Mr. Corbeil 
for his good work with our skating rink, and Mr. Ham- 
nett and his crew, who have kept our school yard well 
plowed this winter. We also extend our sincere thanks 
to the Profile Grange, for allowing us to use their fa- 
cilities for Graduation. Thanks, too, to the Cannon 
Mountain Tramway officials and to the parents who 
have helped make our skiing program possible. We 
hope that more parents will offer to help in this pro- 
gram.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
TO THE WOODSTOCK SCHOOL BOARD 


Hereby submitted igs my annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


There have been few changes in the Woodstock 
Elementary School since my last report. The teaching 
staff all returned in September with the exception of 
Mrs. Ignaszewski who accepted a position in Plymouth 
High School. She was replaced by Mrs. Wendell Tetley, 
an excellent teacher with much experience, who had 
been teaching in Littleton. She is a valuable addition 
to the staff. 


We now have late textbook adoptions for classes 
in all areas except spelling. A spelling series hag al- 
readiy been adopted and is being used by the 3rd and 
8th grades this year. I am hopeful that during an- 
other year, complete replacement of the other grades 
will be made. Our testing program of Achievement 
Tests twice a year in the fall and in the spring for all 
except Grade 1 is a good program and I would recom- 
mend no change. Added to this, we have Mental Abil- 
ity tests each year for the 8rd, 5th and 7th grades. 
This information is all maintained in an individual 
folder that follows the child through school and is 
then turned over to the Principal of the high school 
where the child attends so that this information may 
be taken into account when high school courses are 
recommended. 


I feel it was a wise investment to paint the out- 
side of the building last summer and I am hopeful 
that we can continue to make improvements on an 
annual basis. I think it is unnecessary to call your at- 
tention to the problems arising at the school from 
flooding conditions. I am not sure how this can be over- 
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eome but it seems to me that if a fire-proof, cement 
or cinder block, building could be constructed in the 
rear of the school at ground level and the school heat- 
ing plant installed in it, that many of our problems 
concerning high water would be solved. You may wish 
to have competent engineers or architects furnish you 
with some figures but I do not think it would be too 
expensive. 


T have not heard from the School Study Group 
that is working with Lincoln concerning possible and 
probable high school education but if I can be of as- 
sistance to the committee or any interested citizen 
concerning this matter, I would be happy to do so. 


The question arises frequently in any town con- 
cerning the standards of their school and I would like 
to have you know that in an 8th grade testing program 
conducted all over the state of New Hampshire at the 
expense of the Federal Government last spring, Wood- 
stock Elementary 8th grade placed above state aver- 
ages in every area in which they were tested. 


I wish to thank the school board and teachers 


during the past year for their cooperation. Please feel 
free to call me if any question arises concerning your 


school.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 248, Laws of 1953 of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that school district an- 
nual reports show the total amount paid to the super- 
intendent of schools as per the following quotation: 
“REPORTS. Each superintendent of a superisory un- 
ion shall annually prepare a report showing the total 
salary paid to the superintendent, which report shall 
show in detail the amount derived from the per capita 
tax and the amount paid directly by each school dis- 
trict in the union.” 

One-half of the supervisory union expenses is 
prorated among the several school districts of the un- 
ion on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is 
prorated on the basis of average daily membership 
in the schools for the previous school year ending June 
30th. The Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 
during 1958-59 received a salary of $7,000 which was 
made up as follows: $3,500 paid from the per capita 
tax and $3,500 prorated among the several school dis- 
tricts. Allowance of $1,100 for travel within the union 
was also prorated as stated above. 

The table below shows the portion of salary and 
travel charged to each schoo! district.
